Advent season offers 
parishes rich customs

SAN DIEGO — The first Sunday in 
Advent begins the Church’s liturgical 
year and introduces a four-week season 
with the theme of the expectation of the 
coming of Christ. 


The first two weeks of Advent focus on 
the final coming of Christ while the final 
two weeks emphasize the anticipation of 
the celebration of Christmas. 


“ADVENT IS misunderstood as a 
time of penance,”’ said Sister Joanne Nic- 
gorski of the diocesan Center for Liturgy 
and Prayer. ‘‘It is a time of renewal. and 
hope.”’ 


To help diocesan Catholics better 
understand the Advent season, the center 
will sponsor an ‘‘Advent Day of 
Renewal’’ Dec. 7 from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
at All Hallows parish in La Jolla. 


Sister Nicgorski said the session will be 
a spiritual day, focusing on renewal. 
Although anyone may participate, the 
day is geared toward helping liturgical 
ministers renew their parishes. 

OVER 400 
people attended last 
year’s renewal day, 
Sister Nicgorski 
said, adding that 
she expects as many 
this year.

The program’s 
title is ‘‘Wonder- 
Season of 
Advent,’’ she said. 
“Tt will focus on the 
belief that Christ is 


with us always.”’ 


She hopes the day will help participants 
understand Christmas. Many people 
misunderstand the meaning of Christmas 
because of the commercialism of the 
season. As an example she cited images of 
Santa Claus kneeling at the Christ Child’s 
crib, which is incorrect theologically. 


“THE CHRISTIAN perspective is 
not to go against what is going on around 
us but to understand it spiritually,’’ she 


explained. 


’ The day’s speakers will be Father 
Gerard O’Donnell, pastor of St. Luke 
parish and the former director of the 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer, and Jan 
Stanakis, director of liturgy at St. 
Irenaeus parish in Cypress. 


Sister Nicgorski said the center has 
resources on Advent in its library. Many 
people go’ to or phone the center for 
information on the antiphons or the 
Advent wreath, which she described as a 
powerful symbol. 


The renewal day is but one of the many 
activities which will occur in the diocese 
during Advent. ,

Pope opens synod 
on positive note

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The extra- 
ordinary Synod of Bishops aims ‘‘to 
promote’’ the Second Vatican Council in 
the light of council documents and the 
past 20 years of church experience, Pope 
John Paul II said, opening the Nov. 
24-Dec. 8 meeting at a Mass in St. Peter’s 
Square. 

The pope also said at his Angelus 
address that he hoped the synod would 
contribute ‘“‘to the enrichment, growth, 
and deepening of the faith.”’ 


IN THE address, given immediately 
after the Mass, Pope John Paul said that 
the heart of the Second Vatican Council, 
was the Church’s ‘‘one, holy, Catholic, 
apostolic faith.’’ 

“Faith is the basic principle, is the 
foundation, the essential criterion for the 
renewal desired by the Church,”’ he said, 
addressing a crowd in the square. 


‘‘From this faith,’’ he added, ‘‘come 
the moral norms, style of life, and the 
practical orientation for every 
circumstance.’’ 


THE POPE concelebrated the Mass 
with about 450 bishops and priests before 
thousands of people, including the 
Vatican’s diplomatic corps, which was 
dressed formally for the event. 


Vatican press spokesman Joaquin 
Navarro-Valls was quoted as saying that 
the pope’s: remarks to the synod 
participants were general because he “‘did 
not want to push them in any way.”’ 


The synod, which marks the 20th 
anniversary of the close of Vatican II, sets 
out ‘‘to relive the spiritual climate of that 
great ecclesial event,’’ the pope said at the 
Mass. 

IT ALSO aims ‘‘to promote’”’ Vatican 
II, he added, ‘‘in the light of the 
fundamental documents that were then 
issued, and in light of the experience that 
has matured in the course of the 
subsequent 20 years.” 

During the homily, the pope also noted 
the growth of ecumenism since Vatican II 
and addressed the 10 Protestant, 
and Orthodox 


observers invited to the synod.

He greeted ‘‘with intense affection the 
brethren of the other Christian churches 
and communions.’’ Their presence, he 
added, calls to mind their colleagues at 
Vatican II and ‘‘the ecumenical path 
travelled since then.”’ ; 


CARDINAL JOHN Krol of 
Philadelphia said, at a press conference, 
that the synod is not an effort to turn back 
the church clock to preconciliar days, nor 
is it an effort to determine whether the 
post-conciliar era has been positive or 
negative. The aim is to learn how to 
better implement council teachings, he 
said. 

‘Even from a juridical standpoint, 
there is no way that the synod can over- 
turn the ecumenical council,’’ said 
Cardinal Krol.

Cardinal 
Caprio will be principal celebrant at the 
Mass. Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez: will 
concelebrate. 


The Guadalupana Confederation will 
host a dinner for the cardinal and the 


group’s members that evening at La 
Quinta de Guadalupe in Imperial Beach. 


Our Lady of Guadalupe has a special 
place in the prayer life of the people of 


- Mexico and those of Mexican heritage. In 


1531, Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
appeared four times to Juan Diego, an 
Indian, on Tepeyac hill outside Mexico 
City. Mary instructed Diego to tell 
Bishop Zummaraga of her wish that a 
church be built there. 


THE BISHOP complied with the 
request about two years later after being 
convinced of the genuineness of the 
apparition by the evidence of a 
miraculously-painted life-size figure of 
the Virgin on the Indian’s mantle. The 
mantle bearing the picture has been 
preserved and is enshrined in the Basilica 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe, which has a 
long history as a center of devotion and 
pilgrimage in Mexico. 

Pope Benedict XIV, in a 1754 decree, 
authorized a Mass and Office under the 
title of Our Lady of Guadalupe for 
celebration on Dec. 12 each year and 
named Mary the patroness of New Spain. 
Our Lady of Guadalupe was designated 
patroness of Latin America by St. Pius X 
in 1910 and patroness of the Americas - 
(North, Central, and South) by Pope Pius 
XII in 1945. 

This year, because Dec. 12 falls on a 
Thursday, the diocesan celebration in 
honor of Our Lady of Guadalupe will take 
place Sunday, Dec. 8.

CHD HELPS FARMS — Farm related 
projects have become a major target of funding 
by the Campaign for Human Development, 
the agency the U-S. bishops started 15 years 
ago to fight poverty by helping people help 
themselves. Before this year’s farm crisis, only 
an occasional agricultural project got help 
from the CHD national fund, said Bishop 
William Friend of Alexandria-Shreveport, 
La., head of the CHD committee. More than 
$1 million of the $7 million CHD allocated in 
the past year has gone to farm-related projects, 
he said. More than 30 farm projects, from 
Maine to Texas, from Alabama to California, 
got CHD aid. The Campaign for Human 
Development is funded by a national collection 
taken in most parishes the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving. : 
BANNED IN BOSTON —A Boston 
theater chain has reversed its plans to show 
‘“‘Hail Mary,’’ the controversial French film 
denounced by Pope John Paul II as a 
distortion of the Christian faith, after receiving 
dozens of calls from offended Catholics. ‘“This 
is basically a decision to err on the side of 
humanity and not break any hearts or cause 
any tears,’’ said A. Alan Friedberg, president 
of the Sack Theaters chain, which had planned 


to show the film in one of its seven theaters. - 


“‘Hail Mary,”’ directed by Jean-Luc Godard, 
presents a modern version of the life of Mary 
in which the central character is the teenage 
daughter of a gas station mechanic. In the 
film, the actress portraying Mary appears 
_ Nude in several scenes. 


NEVER ON SUNDAY — Ona Sunday in 
England and Wales, a shopper can buy Play- 
boy but not the Bible, fresh milk but not dried, 
a razor blade for medical purposes — like 
cutting calluses — but not for shaving. British 
law requires most shops to close on Sunday, 
but a few — bars and newsstands for instance 
— are allowed to open. Because of such abnor- 
malities in the Sunday shopping laws, the 
British government has proposed scrapping 
the regulations. Shops could remain open 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, and sell any 
kind of merchandise. Officials of various 
churches, however, have objected, saying the 
proposal would end Sunday as a publicly 
acknowledged day of rest and recreation. In 
November, the Catholic bishops of England 
and Wales joined the chorus of church protest 
with a statement issued by their Department 
for Christian Citizenship. 


POSTAGE INCREASE — If $820 million 
is the final figure approved by Congress for the 
U.S. Postal Service’s subsidy, rates for the 
Catholic press could jump higher than the 30 
percent predicted earlier by the Catholic Press 
Association, said James A. Doyle, CPA 
executive director. President Reagan vetoed a 
$13 billion appropriations bill, which included 
operating funds for the U.S. Postal Service 
and the Treasury Department. Congress was 
expected to take action before the Thanks- 
giving holiday recess on a continuing 
resolution that would provide an $820 million 
subsidy.

CATHEDRAL OCCUPIED — On Oct. 31, 150 members of the Mutual Support Group, 


an organization for people with missing relatives, barricaded themselves inside Guatemala City’s 
Metropolitan Cathedral vowing to remain‘there until the government accounted for the missing. 
They left the cathedral seven days later without their demands having been met. Members of the 
group now believe they will be killed, said a U.S. witness to the takeover. Despite those fears, the 
group will continue to press the government for the information, said Angie O’Gorman, a U.S. 
citizen who represented the Peace Brigade International, a Canadian group that has since been 
ordered out of Guatemala. (NC photo from UPI-Reuter) 


WATCHING WORLD — The ‘‘world is 
watching’’ for the verdict in the Benigno 
Aquino murder trial, said Cardinal Jaime Sin 
of Manila, Philippines. In an_ interview 
published in the Nov. 25 international edition 
of Newsweek, Cardinal Sin said he had made 
the comment to some of the judges and warned 
them to be careful. ‘‘Now I am prepared to 
give them a Christmas gift: copies of a video- 
tape of the Nuremburg trials,’’ said Cardinal 
Sin. “I’m having the tape copied now. It gives 
a lesson: the justices should be fair and just in 
trying to judge, because it is not a question of 
legal procedure, it is a search for truth.’’ 


GUESTS ONLY — More women have 
been appointed to the Nov. 24-Dec. 8 extra- 
ordinary Synod of Bishops than were named to 
the 1983 synod, but they still do not have votes 
or the right to address the assembled bishops 
because they are observers and not delegates. 
Nine women — eight auditors and one special 
guest — are on the list of synod observers. 
They include five nuns. There were two 
women at the 1983 gathering. Two religious 
brothers have also been appointed as auditors. 
According to synod norms, auditors and guests 
do not have a vote. Nor may they address the 
entire synod. 


‘LIBERAL PROTESTANT? — A noted 
Catholic theologian said he considers 
controversial Swiss-born theologian Father 
Hans Kung a “‘liberal Protestant,’’ not a non- 
Christian as an Italian newspaper had earlier 
reported. In a November bylined article 
appearing in West German and Italian news- 
papers, Father Hans Urs von Balthasar, who 
is also Swiss, described Father Kung as ‘‘the 
guide of that which can be called the liberal 
Protestant party of the Catholic Church.’’ In 
an October interview, Father von Balthasar 
was quoted as saying that ‘‘Hans Kung is no 
longer a Christian” because ‘‘for him, Jesus is 
nothing more than another prophet.’’ 


SPY FANTASY — A Vatican press spokes- 
man has denied reports that Vitaly Yurchen- 
ko, the high-ranking KGB officer who said he 
was kidnapped by the CIA, originally defected 
at the Vatican. ‘‘He was never here,”’ Joaquin 
Navarro-Valls, head of the Vatican press 


ANTI-CHURCH CAMPAIGN — Leaflets, posted by armed men and accusing priests and 
religious orders of revolutionary activity, have been showing up in the Negros Occidental 
province of the Philippines. Two leaflets are aimed at discouraging people from attending ‘‘any 
church that preaches revolution’’ and to ‘‘support only priests who preach love and peace.’’ A 
third leaflet lists names of priests, news people, and three church orders, calling them ‘‘killers.’’ 
The anti-church campaign follows the Sept. 20 killing of 21 demonstrators in the province that 


has been criticized by the Church. (NC photo)

“*There is no basis for this information. It is 
absolute fantasy.’’ Navarro-Valls’ -denial 
followed stories in European and U.S. news 
publications that Yurchenko had left his Soviet 
bodyguards while in Rome, disappeared into 
the Vatican Museums, and had been allowed 
to spend up to three days in Vatican City 
before being handed over to U.S. officials. 


ABANDONED FEELING — Forty-four 
percent of Missouri farmers surveyed feel that 
churches are not responsive to their needs, 
according to a study conducted by two rural 
sociologists from the University of Missouri at 
Columbia. The sociologists, William and 
Judith Heffernan, reported findings of their 
research during a. November conference in 
Kansas City on rural health problems. The 
Heffernans’ study said 44 percent of Missouri 
farmers from the 40 families surveyed feel their 
churches are not responding to a multitude of 
problems caused by the farm crisis, including 
loss of self-esteem, depression, alcoholism, and 
family violence.

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘Expanding the number of 
people ministering to each other is the only way we can 
progress as a Church,’’ Neil Parent told participants at 
Adult Education Day Nov. 16 at the University of San 
Diego. - 

The program, held in the Manchester Conference 
Center, was sponsored by the diocesan Office of 
Catechetical Ministry. 


PARENT IS a consultant for adult education to the 
United States Catholic Conference (USCC) and a liaison 
between diocesan heads of adult education and the 
bishops’ education committee. He is editor of Christian 
Adulthood, a USCC catechetical resource, and Adult 
Learning and the Parish. 


Adult education is a lifelong process by which ‘‘people 
confront the mystery of God’’ in their lives, he said. 


Why suffering exists in the world is a mystery 
challenging many people, he said, citing a recent survey 
that attempted to explore stumbling blocks to belief in 
God. 


HE CHARACTERIZED adult education as a 
“conversion process inviting people to let go of the 
hurdles that blind them from seeing God.’’ These 
obstacles can be ideas, ego-structures, or attachments, he 
explained. 

Parent noted that each person experiences faith in. a 
different way. Some, who are deeply spiritual, “‘often do 
not resonate with formal religion,’’ he said. 

He stressed the importance of sharing faith to learn 
how other people experience God. ‘‘Males should learn 
from females, clergy from lay people, and old from 
young,” he said.

‘‘multi-faceted,”’ he said it engages the mind, heart, and 
will. ‘‘Truths must be processed by how we experience 
life. We come to know God by loving our neighbor.”’ 


Before designing an educational program, Parent 
suggested identifying the learning that already exists in 
parishes. Some indicators of this are the liturgy, decision- 
making, use of facilities, and budget priorities. 

He encouraged the participants to follow the principles 
of voluntarism: identify the tasks; prepare a description 
of each volunteer’s duties; and inform them of their 
training program, how long their commitment will last, 
and where they fit within the parish system.

THE NEXT phase, assessing needs, can be 
accomplished by home visits, church socials, and informal 
dialogue, he said. 

Parent urged the catechetical ministers to provide a 
variety of activities to accommodate: people’s individual 
learning styles, which are related to their personality 
preferences. 

Some learn best with an experimental ‘‘hands-on”’ 
approach, while more intuitive individuals prefer 
beginning with an overview of the content. Some like to 
draw conclusions from lectures; others want practical 
suggestions to implement, he said. 

PARENT EMPLOYED several types of learning 
activities in his presentations. One was an exercise in 
which his listeners identified their own individual learning 
styles. f 

He considers adult religious education in the United 
States in a pioneer stage — ‘‘a major challenge for 
bishops, priests, and laity.’’ However, he said in an 
interview, he has seen phenomenal growth in this 
ministry the past 10 years. 

Adult Education Day closed with a prayer service 
during which five graduates received diplomas in 
religious education. 


THE. CEREMONIES marked their completion of 
eight required theology courses including Scripture, 
Christology, ecclesiology, morality, and ministry of the 
Word, Sister Joan Kobe, consultant for adult catechesis, 
said. 


The graduates were Guadalupe Huerta, Our Lady of 
the Sacred Heart parish; Sam A. Martinez, St. Charles 
parish, Imperial Beach; John C. McGill, Queen of 
Angels parish, Alpine; Kathleen Schuman, St. Brigid 
parish; and Mildred Van Doren, St. Mary Magdalene 
parish.

Christmas gifts that last 


Now that Advent is almost here and Santa Claus is due to 
arrive at Macy’s, it’s time to speak about Christmas gifts. 
Several books I’ve recently read are worth your consideration. 


By Little and Little: The Selected Writings of Dorothy Day 
(Alfred Knopf, New York, $9.95) gives us a collection of the 
provocative thoughts of a remarkable woman. A convert to 
Catholicism, when she died in 1980 Dorothy Day was eulogized 
by the New York Times as ‘‘a non-violent social radical of 
luminous personality.’’ As cofounder in 1933 of the Catholic 
Worker movement, and for almost 50 years as editor of its 
newspaper, she applied her understanding of the Gospels to a 
critique of our modern American system and its values. 


These selections from her several books, her published articles 
and columns reveal a person who appreciated ‘‘the holy 
sublimity of the everyday.’’ The writing is meditative, ironical, 
and combative. One may not agree with her social analysis or her 
lifestyle, but one must admire her lifelong conviction that 
“‘things did not need to be as bad as they were.’’ Who can 
disagree with her frequent statement: ‘‘We need to make the 
kind of society where it is easier for people to be good.”’ 


Another book that challenged me to think deeply is Father 
John McKenzie’s Source: What the Bible Says About the 
Problems of Contemporary Life (Thomas More Press, Chicago. 
$14.95) Years of study are distilled into this relatively short book 
by a renowned biblical scholar. McKenzie considers 16 different 
topics, from death to sex (of course). His reflections are 
provocative and his style is sometimes flippant, but I guarantee 
that this book will get the reader thinking. Since most Roman 
Catholics are not well versed in Sacred Scripture, this book will 
meet a desparate need. 


Our own Father Charles Dollen has compiled a devotional 
manual for those over 50, entitled Prayers for the Third Age (Our 
Sunday Visitor, Huntingon, Ind. $7.95) Even though I am not 
yet among the target audience, I found this treasury of prayers, 
meditations, and readings to be well chosen. The result was a 
spiritual uplift. We owe thanks to Father Dollen for culling 
appropriate readings and prayers from so many sources. 


Another gift possibility is a magazine subscription, a gift that 
would last throughout the year. America has been my favorite 
Catholic magazine for some time. Published by the Jesuits each 
week, this magazine is a bargain at $25 a year. The reader will 
encounter educated opinion pieces, essays, editorials, and 
perceptive book reviews. There is even a model homily in each 
issue (for the spiritual consolation of members of Our Lady of 
Boredom Parish!). While I do not always concur with the points 
of view expressed in America, this magazine always gets me 
thinking about important issues. Interested persons may write to 
America Press, 106 West 56th St., New York, NY 10019. 


U.S. Catholic magazine is another personal favorite. Its 
monthly edition is more geared to the proverbial ‘‘Catholic in the 
street,’’ but is very well done both in terms of content and style. 
The latest issue, for instance, has an insightful article entitled 
“‘How to get your kids to go to CCD.’’ How’s that for biting the 
bullet? You may order a subscription by writing to 221 W. 
Madison, Chicago, IL 60606. The usual price of $12 is 
discounted at Christmas to $10. 


Closer to home, Southern Cross is the best buy in town. At $15 
a year you can help your friends and/or relatives get in touch 
with the local church as well as current happenings on the 
national and international church scene. 


I hope that these recommendations to the serious general 
reader will be helpful. As Catholics, we enjoy a rich tradition of 
thinking about God and the world. Unfortunately, many of our 
people are never exposed to it and remain religiously illiterate. 
Christmas might be the time to give someone you know a gift 
that could really make a difference in their life.

Doublespeak revived 


I am responding to your editorial 
lauding Archbishop Quinn’s article 
warning of .the dangers of integrism 
(10/31). I am also presuming that you 
have quoted the archbishop correctly. 


If so, God save us from another 
Orwellian example of doublespeak from 
the enlightened progressive left. I am not 
really sure what he is saying about 
orthodoxy and integrism, nor am I able to 
grasp what point you are trying to make 
in your editorial. 


Lucidity and syllogistic thought, 
however, are not necessarily the long suits 
of the progressive left. For doctrine to be 
called orthodox and to maintain it’s 
integrity, it must be transmitted in its 
entirety, not distorted or weakened by 
doctrinal development, adaptation to 
culture, or consciousness of history. 
There are no trappings of any bishop’s 
office that preserve his apostolic heritage 
if he is not one with Rome — the living 
witness of the magisterium. 

According to Quinn, “‘integrism’’is a 
“‘thing’’ that uses the sound doctrinal or 
orthodox vocabulary and ‘‘believes that 
faith, the Church, and doctrine, coming 
from the past must remain unaffected by 
the present or the future.’’ This, 


according to Quinn, is 
“dangerous... chilling and 
destructive.’’ 


I would, however, like to remind 
Quinn of the words Pope John XXIII 
spoke at the council in 1962 and which 
recently have been emphasized by Bishop 
Maher. ‘‘This council wishes to:transmit 
the doctrine, pure and integral, without 
any attenuation or distortion’’ (emphasis 
mine). 

Whatever happened to the belief that 
the Church was in the world but not of the 
world? For your information and 
instruction, Father, may I remind you 
that the Church teaches that Revelation 
(with capital R) was completed in 
apostolic times. Our understanding of a 
doctrine may increase but never change 
its essence. 


“Cultural adaptations’? are applied 
only to developing countries. That 
smacks of intellectual snobbery among 
our learned leaders as they routinely 
diminish or ban cultural adaptations in 
this country. Sometimes one can get lost 
in the convoluted thought processes of our 
“learned leaders’’. 


Thomas Merton wrote: ‘‘There is no 
uglier species on the face of the earth than 
progressed Catholics, mean, frivolous, 
ungainly, inarticulate, venomous and 
bursting at the seams with progress into 
the secular city and Teilhardian subways. 
The Ottovanis were bad, but these are 
infinitely worse.”’ 


To this I would add my own prayer: 


Spare us, O Lord, from the Quinns of 
the world, for not always are their 
pontifications lucid, relevant, or inspired 
by the Spirit of Truth. Deepen the sense 
of faith within us so we might more ably 
recognize those moments when the same 
Spirit of Truth directs the hearts of the 
faithful and guarantees the magisterium.

Spirit: source of everything good 
The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Nov. 20. 
- Dear brothers and sisters, 
I continue my catechesis on the Holy Spirit, basing my 
reflections on the. Creed that we profess in the sacred liturgy: 
“We believe in the Holy Spirit, the Lord, the giver of life, who 


‘ proceeds from the Father and the Son. With the Father and the 


Son he is worshiped and glorified.”’ 


In the New Testament, the third person of the Holy Trinity is 
referred to as the ‘‘spirit of the Father,’’ the ‘‘spirit of the Son’’ 
or the “‘spirit of Jesus.’’ These references and other scripture 
passages underlie our belief that the Spirit proceeds from the 
Father and the Son. 


However, he proceeds from the Father in a different way than 
the Son “‘proceeds’’ from the Father. The Son is eternally 
begotten of the Father. The Spirit proceeds eternally as the love 
of the Father and the Son. 


In the intimate life of the Holy Trinity, the Father loves the 
Son and the Son loves the Father, and this love is personalized in 
the Holy Spirit. Thus, the Spirit, the love of the Father and the 
Son, is one in substance with them in the unity of the godhead. 


The Spirit is also called the gift of God; he is the source of 
everything that is good: the source of all life in the work of 
salvation, the source of all grace in the whole plan of salvation. In 
the light of this truth, we can better understand the action of 
Christ, who, before ascending to his Father in heaven, promised 
to send the “‘gift’’ of the Spirit to his disciples. 

In this light we also understand the words of St. Paul: ‘‘God’s 


love has been poured into our hearts through the Holy Spirit, 
who has been given to us.”’ ‘

A man among men 


As the holidays roll around, family nostalgia often enters the 
picture. Most members of the human race have been, both 
consciously and unconsciously, busily storing memories since 
babyhood, through childhood, through adolescence into adult- 
hood.

His tremendous sense of humor, out- 
going nature, kindness, honesty, and patriotism were absolutely 
contagious. Everyone loved Tom. 


He could also discipline. One Sunday when I was 14, my best 
friend joined us for dinner. Our family always had Sunday 
dinner together. Betty and I began talking rather unkindly about 
another girl at school. 


Quietly, dad put down his fork, looked me squarely in the eye, 
and said very deliberately, ‘‘Young lady, if you cannot say 
something good about someone, don’t say anything.”’ 


Through the years while dad was on active duty, and after he 
had retired, we corresponded. His last letter, written four months 
before he died, is still in my possession. It is a treasure: 


“*Your last letter was lovely — would that I am half the man 
you think I am. However, I wouldn’t be human if I didn’t enjoy 
the compliments, would I, dear? I also wouldn’t be honest if I 
didn’t give the credit where it belongs. Your mother is the one 
who developed and molded the character of each of you young- 
sters.

Ins and Outs

Communication is a subject that is constantly with us. 
Basic to that concept is the idea that a void, and possibly 
misunderstanding, can exist between the person who 
writes or speaks a sentence and the person who reads or 
hears that sentence. So many words we use are not always 
as simple, clear, and objective as we think. Either from 
the speaker or the hearer, the word comes carrying 
emotional and psychological baggage. 


Consider the word ‘‘family.’’ It’s simple enough. We 
all know what family means. However, for that unit of 
society, the word ‘‘family’’ is being dropped and 
‘*household’”’ is being substituted. 


WHY? BECAUSE the meaning of family, as we 
thought we knew it, at least in Western society, is 
diminished with the rise of single-parent families. 
Participants in the White House conference on the family 
were not able to agree on what family means, because of 
the varied experiences of the participants or because of 
attempts to load other kinds of meanings upon it. 


Surely, we Catholics know what families are. We have 
the Holy Family as an éxample: a father, a mother, and 
child (or more children). Yet as David Herlihy points out 
in his book, Medieval Household, the early Greeks and 
Romans did not agree on the concept of family and had 
no specific word for it. ; 


Household was their inclusive word and meant what we 
speak of now as the extended family: parents, grand- 
parents, cousins, relatives — all who belong to that clan 
or that lineage. They might be living under the same roof 


there will be about 145 by 1990, 135 by 1995, and only 96 
by 2005 to serve an increasing population. 


‘‘THIS CRISIS demands a new way of looking at 
priests’ work,’’ he says. “‘It will mean a reduction of 
services.”” 


Add to dwindling priests the fact that the average age 
of active clergy is going up and their energy level going 
down. Many are already strained to their limits and 
stress-related illnesses are high. 


I believe the situation calls for collegiality between 
bishops and laity who should have both the privilege and 
responsibility of addressing the issue. When parishioners 
are merely informed of a decision to close, they feel like 
children who are told the family home has been sold. 
They assume a right to be, consulted and to suggest 
alternatives. 


WHAT ARE the options in a Church faced with 
skeletal leadership? There may be others, but these are 
the ones I perceive. 


1. Pray for and wait for a sudden influx of new priests. 

2. Close parishes. 

3. Turn parishes into missions with one priest serving 
several. 

4. Keep parishes open with lay ministers while 
ordained come in to celebrate the sacraments. 

5. Open the priesthood to deacons and married clergy.

her spouse admits to wanting to discontinue a marriage is 
a very real one. 


NOT ALL marriages are salvageable, of course. I once 
recommended legal separation to a severely battered wife 
on the basis that the marriage covenant was hardly being 
observed, and it was better to be alive and lonely than 
dead. Other cases of personal abuse are well known and 
give good reason for some kind of separation. 


We are meant, as Christians, to be faithful but not 
foolish. Although divorce may be out of the question for 
most of us, separation and annulment are not. 


My friend’s case seems to be a matter of ‘‘falling out of 
love’’ with one person and ‘“‘in love’’ with another. That 
brings up the whole question of what love is and how 
important being ‘‘in love”’ is outside of Hollywood. 


A POIGNANT and wise scene in the musical ‘‘Fiddler 
on the Roof’’ has the father of the family listening to his 
daughters tell of their love for their swains. He recalls his 
own arranged marriage and asks his wife of 25 years if she 
loves him. 

She is astounded and recites a long litany of her fidelity 
through the years. He persists in his query and she admits 
that, yes, she has grown to love him. 

“Tt’s nice to know,’’ he replies, ‘‘but it doesn’t change 
a thing.”

6. Open the priesthood to women. 

7. Increase efforts to attract dissident, albeit married, 
clergy from other denominations. 

8. Curtail parish activities to bare minimum — 
sacraments only. 

9. Turn Sunday obligation into weekly obligation. 
This way one priest could serve 7 parishes if he doesn’t 
need a day off. (He does — two — like the rest of us.) 


Frankly, these are the limits of options I perceive. Some 
are presently undebatable like women and married 
priests, although we have several married priests of 
former denominations serving now. 


LAITY, IN feeling the pinch are already discussing 
these options. We need to observe these priestless areas 
closely and the effect of shortage resolution on the faith 
community. ; 


Is it more faith-sustaining to close a parish and send 
parishioners to another or keep it open with lay ministry? 
Let’s ask these Catholics. Would they prefer a married 
former Episcopalian priest or a married former Catholic 
priest? 

Would they opt for mission status over ordaining a 
sister who is already running the parish? Perhaps leader- 
ship can’t discuss these questions but followers already 
are. 


I believe parishioners deserve the right to be heard 
when it comes to the life or death of their own parish.

MARRIAGE INVOLVES a great deal more than 
being in love or even loving one another romantically. 
The kind of love it requires is similar to the Christian 
definition of love. 


Marriage requires the will to work together, the 
commitment of family, the readiness to relinquish what 
one wants in favor of what the other wants — not all the 
time, but most of the time. It requires the patience to 
allow problems to work themselves out and times of 
emptiness and ennui to give way to new resolution. It also 
asks for compassion and the kind of love that cherishes 
someone else’s happiness or well-being, and mutual 
respect. : 


Modern marriages place’ too much expectation upon 
the spouse to provide everlasting happiness and 
excitement. No one person can truly prove for the other 
any guarantee that the kind of love that propelled them 
into marriage will last or that their pleasure in each other 
will not fade. On the whole, our expectations do not allow 
for that. Very often those of us who are unhappy with 
ourselves find a spouse a handy and gratifying scapegoat. 


Love is an act of will. We may experience a great 
variety of emotions in response to different people, but 
the decision of love is just that — a decision. That is 
probably why Jesus was so adamant in demanding we 
make that decision, daily and wholeheartedly, in His 
name. 


can mean number of things 


or in houses close by. Legally the father, the pater familias, 
was cut off from the family. Though it was under his 
jurisdiction, he was not really a part of it. That ‘‘family”’ 
designated everybody under his authority. 


THIS FACT may explain the Catholic position about 
‘‘the brethren of the Lord.’’ The term could apply to the 
extended family, not the ones who lived under the same 
roof — Joseph, Mary, and the Child. 


Nor has the meaning of that family unit stayed stable. 
At times the family was counted by the oldest member of 
the household, where two or three of what we now call 
families were living together under a common roof 
(married brothers, sisters and their husbands, aunts, 
uncles, etc.). 


When homilies are preached on the Holy Family, 
extolling the virtues of the Christian family, the topic may 
be addressing something that never quite existed in the 
stable the way family is envisioned by the preachers. For 
that family unit has varied from place to place, and age to 
age. 

SOMETIMES THE husband was at least 15 years 
older than the bride; sometimes both bride and groom 
were extremely young. Consider also how today many 
people’s experience of family is negative. As we approach 
the holiday season, we are reminded by psychologists and 
psychiatrists that Thanksgiving and Christmas can 
become painful times for some because of bad home 
experiences, with one or the other parent, with brothers 
and sisters. 


Does this fact bind us to be negative and stop discussing 
the family? Not necessarily. It does remind us, however, 
that we cannot take it as a given that mere mention of the 
word ‘‘family’’ will induce feelings of calm, tranquility, 
and peace. 


In fact, some homilies may indirectly cause guilt 
feelings because the families they experience are not the 
same as the one we speak of at Christmastime and on the 
feast of the Holy Family. Some hearers will take blame 
upon themselves. These are misplaced feelings of guilt 
because that family was just not strong enough to sustain 
the attacks upon it from the outside world. 


THIS IS not merely a phenomenon related to those 
who are not Catholic. If there are members of Catholic 
families who feel such guilt, almost as if they were sinners, 
it has nothing to do with sin. It has more to do with 
expectations laid upon us by the culture. Society makes 
impossible demands for parents, to do all sorts of tasks, 
yet they are told never be severe nor employ discipline 
because they could be unliked. 


It is a complex business, raising and belonging to a 
family. We must remember, though, everyone has a stake 
in making it work. It just doesn’t happen. It takes pain, 
sacrifice, prayers, conviction. The basic need is the 
discipline and sacrifice that will help make any project 
work — but it needs a great deal of love. That is the 
essence of the sacrament of matrimony: God’s love 
supporting and strengthening the love of parents. :

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Rejecting ‘‘pessimism”’ 


and declaring that the Church is “‘intensely alive,” a 
major report at the extraordinary Synod of Bishops has 
presented a largely positive picture of the. post-conciliar 


Church. 


The report is based on answers the world’s bishops 
gave to a questionnaire from the Vatican. 


THE REPORT by Belgian Cardinal Godfried 
Danneels of Malines-Brussels, recording secretary for the 
synod, was given Nov. 25 at the first working day of the 
extraordinary Synod of Bishops, called by Pope John Paul 
II to evaluate the results of the Second Vatican Council. 


A summary of the report, which synthesized the pre- 
synod questionnaire results, was made available by the 
Vatican. 

Positive aspects of the post-conciliar Church most 
frequently cited in the bishops’ replies were liturgical 
renewal, better understanding of the Gospel, clear church 
witness in human rights and social problems, a more 
dynamic missionary spirit, and dialogue with Christians 
and non-Christians, the report said. 

NEGATIVE POINTS included a “‘subjectivism’”’ 
regarding the liturgy and church teachings on morality, a 
‘crisis’? in the sacrament of penance, ‘‘superficial and 
ideological’’ interpretations of the church, and religious 
indifference in rich countries.

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The report said the bishops were unanimous in finding 
hope in the Second Vatican Council and called for a 
““perspective of faith’’ in judging the 20 years of church 
history since its close. 


“‘An objective look does not authorize pessimism, 
resignation, or discouragement,’’ the report concluded. 
‘“The post-conciliar Church is alive and is intensely 
alive.”’ 


THE REPORT said it would be a ‘‘fundamental 
error’ to conclude that problems that came after the 
council were caused by the council. It also said it would be 
a mistake to approach the problems by making 
““sensational contrasts.’’ 


The response to these problems, it added, ‘‘must not be 
reduced to disciplinary and administrative measures. 
Post-conciliar needs. cannot be met by preconciliar 
measures.”’ 


Under the heading, ‘‘negative points,’’ the report said 
that ‘‘ecclesiology constitutes the nucleus of the crisis. ”’ 


IT SAID the bishops reported ‘‘unilateral, superficial, 
and ideological interpretations’’ of the council’s view of 
the Church as the “‘people of God’’ and a tendency to 
oppose that concept of the Church as an institution. 
‘This has sometimes created mistrust,’’ the report said. 


The bishops specifically insisted on clarifying the 
theological authority of bishops’ conferences and on 
improving relations with the Roman Curia, the Church’s 
administrative body, the report said. 


The report warned that some liturgical reforms ‘‘risk 
remaining at a superficial level.’’ It also decried the 
disappearance of “‘many forms of popular devotion.’’ It 
did not give examples in either case. 


THE BISHOPS saw as another central problem the 
“‘difficulty in accepting objective (church) norms’’ on 
moral issues, the report said. It said the relationship 
between ‘“‘objective truth and freedom of conscience’’ 
must be clarified. 


The summary cited “‘problems about the role of 
women in society and in the Church’’ without 
elaboration. 


The good news, according to the summary, includes: 


~Report indicates church ‘alive and well’ 


e A ‘“‘general consensus’ in accepting liturgical 
changes introduced by the council. 

e A better spiritual understanding of the Gospel 
among Catholics. 

e A “dynamic church behavior that has replaced 
defensive behavior’’ in carrying out its mission, and a 
wider understanding of the Church. Basic Christian 
communities, it said, are a “‘great hope’’ for the Church 
“if they are truly (of the) Church.”’ 

e ‘More radical witness of the Church in the sphere of 
human rights, justice, peace, and freedom’”’ and in its 
“‘preferential option for the oppressed and _ the 
emarginated.”’ 

e “New vigor of the ecumenical dimension at every 
level.”’ 

e The updating of the constitution and rules of 
religious orders. — 


THE REPORT urged a return to the texts of the 
council’s documents as a starting point for solving the 
Church’s problems. 


“‘After the phase of post-conciliar fervor, a certain 


disappointment arrived. The third phase will be that of 
equilibrium, re-reading and rediscovery,’’ the report 
said. 


The Church as communion must be rediscovered, the 
report said. It again mentioned the ‘‘theological authority 
of bishops’ conferences’’ as a key part of this communion. 


IT SAID, however, that the synod’s work should deal 
not only with internal church problems, but also with 
those of the world. 


“The liberation of man must be complete and include 
the liberation from sin and from death, the struggle for 
justice, peace, and equality, while the priority of the 
Church’s spiritual mission remains clear,’’ it said. 

Cardinal Danneels said at a press conference the same 
day that his report ‘‘will serve as a beginning for 
discussion’’ in the two-week synod. 


“IT WILL not limit the topics,’’ he added. 


The questionnaires on which the report was based were 
sent out earlier this year to the world’s national bishops’ 
conferences. More than 100 conferences replied, Cardinal 
Danneels said. 


CRS helps victims in Colombia 


SAN DIEGO — In the wake of the disastrous volcanic 
eruption in Colombia, Catholic Relief Services (CRS) 
announced an initial $100,000 commitment for 
emergency supplies and the establishment of a special 
emergency fund for contributions to aid victims, Father 
Joseph Carroll, local CRS director, announced. 


In telephone reports to the agency’s New York office, 
CRS Colombia field representative Miguel Gomez out- 
lined the immediate needs and was authorized to begin 
local purchases of available commodities. 


TERRY MARTIN, CRS senior director for Latin 
America, arrived in Bogota, Colombia, Nov. 15 to work 
with Gomez and to consult with local church and 
government authorities. CRS awaits 
recommendations and is ready to offer further assistance. 


CRS has worked in Colombia since 1955, focusing on 
income generating activities and health/potable water 
projects. The agency has helped in other Colombian 
emergencies.

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Mercy hospital facing state approval for HMO |

SAN DIEGO — The State of California’s 
recommendation that Mercy Hospital and Medi-Cal 
Center participate in the Medi-Cal Expanded Choice 
program has caused a controversy between the hospital 
and at least one right-to-life group. 


The problem centers around the state ‘Medi-Cal 
requirement that abortion and related services must be 
available under the new Expanded Choice program. 
Under the program, San Diego County’s 132,000 Medi- 
Cal patients would be channeled into health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs) made up of networks of hospitals 
and private doctors. 


MERCY HOSPITAL, one of 12 health plans 
recommended by the state for participation in the 
program, will not be required to provide abortions or 
related services if they are selected as an HMO, said Holy 
Spirit Sister Mary Jo Anderson, vice president of support 
services for the hospital. 


Sister Anderson explained that under the plan Medi- 
Cal patients will be permitted to join any of the health 
plans selected by the state. However, should a Medi-Cal 
recipient who signs on with Mercy Expanded Care plan 
seek an abortion, they would have to go to another

‘‘We are seeking information from the world and 
suggestions on how to better implement council 
teachings,’’ he added. 

CARDINAL GODFRIED Danneels of Belgium said 
collegiality and the role of national bishops’ conferences is 
a main topic for discussion. He also noted that some hier- 
archies requested a discussion of the role of women. 

Most of those requests came from the developed 
countries, he said. These are less a priority for the Third 
World and communist-bloc hierarchies. 

“In Latin America the liberation of man and human 
rights are problems of greater intensity,’’ he said. 

IN AFRICA and Asia the key issue is inculturation. 
Inculturation refers to the adaptation of Christianity to 
local culture and customs. 

The central issue of the communist-bloc nations is 
freedom to express their religion. Reports from those 
bishops’ conferences are less explicit because of their

HMO, she said. ‘‘Mercy can’t pay for or do abortions,”’ 
she added. 


“Tt will be the responsibility of the Medi-Cal patient to 
seek out the abortion service from the state or another 
HMO,”’ Sister Anderson said, adding that Mercy will not 
refer patients to another facility for abortions. 


UNDER A proposal between Mercy and the state, 
monies to pay for services, such as abortion not 
performed by Mercy, would come from a portion of 
Mercy’s Medi-Cal allotment, which will be kept by the 
state, Sister Anderson said. 


Mercy has not yet been selected as an HMO by the 
state, Sister Anderson said. ‘‘Things are not finalized 
yet.” 


If Mercy is not approved by the state, Medi-Cal 
patients will have to go elsewhere for medical care. “Tf we 
lose the Medi-Cal contract . . . thousands of Medi-Cal 
recipients wouldn’t be able to come to Mercy,’’ Sister 
Anderson explained. 


IF THE Mercy Expanded Care plan fails to gain state 
approval, Mercy ‘‘will face the closure of its clinic,”’ 
Sister Anderson said. The hospital would not be able to 
sustain its clinic, which has about 26,000 visits a year, 
without the Medi-Cal contract, she added.

THE AIM of the synod is a “‘realistic interpretation of 
the world beginning with the objective truth,’’ said 
Cardinal Danneels. 


‘‘The important thing is, what did the council say,”’ 
Cardinal Krol said: He said reading all the council 
documents is more important then trying to discover a 
spirit of the council or reading a few phrases out of 
context. 
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In a letter sent to Southern Cross, Concerned Catholics 
for Life, a pro-life group, questioned how Mercy could 
sign a contract that requires the provider to make 
available all Medi-Cal approved health care, including 
abortion. ‘‘Concerned Catholics for Life protest the’ 
involvement of Mercy Hospital ‘in the abortion 
industry,’’ the letter states. 


Marilyn Smith, a spokesperson for the group, said the 
group wrote the letter after reading a Nov. 14 article in 
The San Diego Union. She said group members would 
attend each of the four public hearings on the state’s 
health plan recommendations, held Noy. 25 and 26, to 
ask about Mercy’s involvement. 


SMITH SAID nobody from Concerned Catholics for 
Life had contacted Mercy Hospital to ask about the 
institution’s participation in the Expanded Choice 
program. 


Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor, said, 
‘‘Mercy is not going to do any abortions (because this) is 
contrary to the teaching of the Church. ... Mercy is 
following the teaching of the Church.”’ 


‘The hospital business is very competitive,’’ Msgr. 
Eagen explained. ‘“‘Mercy wants to serve the poor’’ by 
participating in the Expanded Choice program. ‘‘Mercy 
is responding to the need of the poor without in any way 
compromising Catholic teaching or values.’’ he added.

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Moral agenda includes 
war, human rights

ROME (NC) — The Second Vatican 
Council broadened the Church’s moral 
agenda to include practical approaches to 
issues, such as war and human rights that 
were previously left to the political or 
social realm, said church leaders. 


However, many of the concerns 
addressed in the document Gaudium et 
Spes, the Dogmatic Constitution on the 
Church in the Modern World, which 
spoke of the Church’s saving and serving 
role in the world, have evolved faster than 
the Church’s moral teaching on them, 
churchmen said. 


SOME VATICAN officials also said 
certain interpretations of the document 
have undermined personal morality and 
caused problems in religious education. 


Cardinal Leo Suenens of Malines- 
Brussels, Belgium, cited warfare as an 
issue that has developed rapidly since the 
council. 


One of the four moderators of the 
council, Cardinal Suenens said that 
Gaudium et Spes is generally anti-war, 
but it allows people to defend themselves. 
However, noting advances in nuclear 
weapons since the council, he said the 
document did not address ‘‘how far you 
can go to defend yourself.”’ 


IN A presynod report to the Vatican, 
the bishops of England and Wales noted 
that developments in such areas as tele- 
communications, medicine, and genetics 
have also ‘‘created ethical problems to 
which traditional attitudes, secular law, 
and the Church’s teaching have not been 
in a position to return adequate 
responses.’ 


Despite the problems, however, Bishop 
James Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, 
president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said that ‘‘a healthy 


emphasis is now given to social morality 


and the imperatives of social justice.”’ 


In his report to the Vatican, he noted 
there have been ‘‘many new initiatives on 
behalf of justice and human rights, 
including offices and programs in dioceses 
and parishes.”’ 


FATHER THOMAS Herron, a U.S. 
priest working at the Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of ‘the 
Faith, agreed. 


Since Vatican II, he said, ‘‘the 
Church’s position and witness regarding 
social questions has improved.’”’ He cited 
the Church’s support for helping the poor 
in underdeveloped countries and issues 
related to nuclear war. 


At the same time, he said, Catholic life 
in the area of personal morality has 
declined. 


‘““THEOLOGIANS AND preachers 
gave such attention to global issues and to 
Christians as a community’”’ that they 
“tended to obscure the fact that the 
community is formed of individuals,’’ he 
said. 


With less attention to personal morality 
from the pulpit came “‘less seriousness 
with which individuals take on the 
responsibility to make a_ personal 
commitment of their own lives,’’ he said. 


This disregard for commitment has led 
to a ‘“‘rampant divorce mentality and 
wholesale flight from commitment by 
priests and Religious,”’ he said. 


FATHER HERRON called for a 
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return to ‘‘a fundamental insight of faith: 
we can’t save ourselves,’ he said. ‘‘If 
Jesus Christ is our Savior, He saves us 
from something. The Christian hope is 
that doing it the Lord’s way is better than 
doing it my way.” 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, Father 
Herron’s superior at the doctrinal 
congregation, also voiced concern over 
post-Vatican II morality, particularly in 
Europe and the United States. 


In the Ratzinger Report, a book by an 
Italian author who interviewed him, the 
cardinal said that in the Western world, 
‘‘authentic Catholic ethics now appear to 
many like an alien body from times long 
past.”’ 


‘““ECONOMIC LIBERALISM 
creates its exact counterpart, 
permissivism, on the moral plane,’’ he 
said. 

In this situation, he said, ‘‘it becomes 
difficult, if not altogether impossible, to 
present Catholic morality as reasonable. 
It is too distant from what is considered to 
be obvious, normal+by the majority of 
persons, conditioned by the dominant 
culture with which not a few ‘Catholic’ 
moralists have aligned themselves as 
influential supporters.” 


Cardinal Ratzinger said that ‘‘moral 
theologians in the Western hemisphere’’ 
find themselves forced to chcose 
‘between opposing modern society and 
opposing the magisterium.’’ He said 
some prefer the latter. 


THE CARDINAL said that in some 
views ‘‘premarital relations, at least 
under certain conditions, are justified. 
Masturbation is presented as a normal 
phenomenon of adolescence. Admission 
of remarried divorced couples to the 
sacraments is constantly demanded. 
Radical feminism — especially in some 
women’s religious orders — also seems 
gaining ground noticeably in the Church. 


“Even as regards the question of 
homosexuality, attempts at its 
justification are in the making,’’ he 


added. 


In addition, Cardinal Ratzinger said, 
the Church’s ban on use of birth control 
“‘has been more or less openly rejected in 
broad ecclesial circles.’’ 


BISHOP MALONE acknowledged 
there is confusion over moral issues. ‘‘It 
has been a recurring reality since Vatican 
II in the U.S. as elsewhere,’’ he said. 


‘This includes general questions like 
the role of conscience, the Church’s 
teaching authority with regard to 
morality, and the limits of dissent, as well 
as issues pertaining to specific moral 
norms,”’ he said. 


Confusion and the emphasis on 
individual decision-making has 
influenced religious education, several 
churchmen said. 


FATHER HERRON said religious 
education is in a state of general 
catechetical chaos. He blamed speculative 
theology and criticized those who teach 
speculative theology as if it were dogma. 


For example, he said that a lot of 
catechists in the U.S. are teaching a 
radical pacifism as if Christianity were 
équated with radical pacifism. 


‘*That is speculative,’ Father Herron 
said. ‘‘The principle of the right to self- 
defense has to be held.”’

Father Auman said one standard 
objection to some children’s catechetical 
textbooks is that they place “‘so much 
emphasis on relating to one another, 
holding hands, playing games’’ that one 
never gets to religious education. 


Bishop Malone also spoke of this 
tension. ‘‘How to strike the right balance 
between ‘content’ and ‘experience’ in 
catechetical methodology has often been 
debated in the postconciliar years,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but a working consensus in which 
appropriate emphasis is given to each has 
begun to emerge.”’ 


CARDINAL RATZINGER said that 
in many instances the Church’s catechesis

has been ‘‘shattered’’ as a result of trends 
following Vatican II. 


“Some. catechisms and many catechists 
no longer teach the Catholic faith in its 
harmonic wholeness — where each truth 
presupposes and explains the other,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Rather, they try to. make some 
elements of the Christian patrimony 
humanly ‘interesting’ (according to the 
culture of the moment).”’ 


Jesuit Father John Mahoney, who 
teaches moral and pastoral theology at the 
University of London, expressed 
sympathy with the plight of theologians 
whom the council told to revise moral 
theology. 


IN BLACKFRIARS magazine, he 
wrote: ‘‘There can be no gainsaying the 
bill of indictment brought in by the 
council in singling out moral theology 
among the theological disciplines as in 
need of ‘special care’ for improvement.”

Business failure: what it does to marriage 


Many marriages are put to a great test when there is a business failure in the family. 
How couples deal with this will either bring them closer together or push them quite far 


There is often a tendency to blame someone for the problem. Blame and guilt are 
destructive emotions that solve nothing. ‘‘I told you so”’ or ‘“‘you should have’’ are 
negative communications that only serve to lower morale. While it is important to review 
and understand the reasons for the business failure, it should be done in a spirit of trust 
and forgiveness. Couples who are able to deal with their failures in a constructive manner 
typically recover and go on to learn from their mistakes. 


A business failure is often an opportunity for a couple to reevaluate their goals, priorities 
and lives together. The very real financial problems that occur need to be dealt with 
realistically, yet with a broader perspective. As long as a couple keeps their commitment to 
each other foremost in their minds, there is usually a way to resolve the practical

ALCALA PARK — “Death is a 
personal Christmas gift,’’ says Jesuit 
Father Bernard Brown. 

“‘At the time of death each person sees 
clearly the condition of his or her love — 
the ‘ifs’ and ‘ands’ that have been placed 
upon it,’’ he said during a telephone 
interview with Southern Cross. 


FATHER BROWN believes that is 
why Advent is an appropriate time to 
pause in our maddening rush of the 
everyday world and take stock of the 
ultimate concerns of our life and where 
they are leading us. The readings of 
Advent help us grasp the meaning of the 
definitive coming of Christ, the day on 
which true resurrection people will have 
no surprises awaiting them. 

Death and dying will be the theme for 
Advent Reflection Days, which will be 
conducted by Father Brown at the Man- 
chester Center at. the University of San 
Diego Nov. 7 and 8 from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
each day. 


Father Brown is a visiting scholar at the 
Georgetown 


Bioethics Institute at 


University in Washington, D.C.-He did 
his undergraduate work in Munich, 
Germany, and graduate work at St. Louis 
University and the University of Indiana, 
where he received his doctorate. Besides 
teaching courses at Santa Clara 
University on the mystery of suffering 
and death, Father Brown also has worked 
as a hospital chaplain and has done 
counseling with the dying. 


“CHRISTIANITY IS the one 
religion that looks forward to death as a 
certain homecoming into the community 
of perfect lovers,’’ says Father Brown. 
“The old Christian idea of the day of 
death as a ‘rebirth’ is a positive way of 
looking at dying.”’ 

In fact, Father Brown refers to the 
process of dying as similar to going 
through“‘birth pangs’” — a passage into 
new life. Many of the experiences we 
have at birth we also will have at death 
but in a different dimension. 


The mystery of death is one whose 
answer has. eluded philosophers and 
theologians. However, Father Brown says 
that mature people — more often 
religious people — get around to looking

at death and trying to understand the 
reason why we don’t easily accept it or 
why an omnipotent and caring God could 
allow suffering and evil to happen to good 
people. 


MORE OPTIMISM and hope about 
what happens at death is available now to 
us in the theology of death as taught by 
Fathers Karl Rahner and Teilhard de 
Chardin, he says. 


The eternal questions — why some 
people suffer more than others, whether 
God is fair, whether punishment is part of 
the picture, what happens before and 
after death, the difference between 
reincarnation and resurrection, and what 
purgatory really is — can be analyzed 
from the Christian perspective of Christ’s 
coming and dying. The realism of 
Christianity sees suffering and death as a 
threshold to a higher life, to immortality. 


Today, modern technology has 
introduced medical ethics questions that 


often prove to be dilemmas to families 
and individuals who have to make certain 
life decisions. Father Brown will look at 
the principles by which the Christian can 
make decisions and mature creative 
responses to neo-natal care, surgery, 
geriatric problems, mercy killing or 
letting someone die, suicide or assisted 
suicide. 


“IT IS all right, often even far better 
than its opposite, to ‘pull the plug’ or 
otherwise not try to keep someone alive as 
long as possible,’’ he says. ‘‘It is good to 
move on to the Resurrection’s freedom, 
to put people at peace. The peace of the 
Lord is in all this. 


“‘Death will be our most supremely 
human action. Therefore, it must be a 
matter of love and free will, a loving 
choice made in the knowledge that 
Christ’s suffering and resurrection has 
made it possible for us to turn bad things 
into good.”’

SAN DIEGO — Among the nearly 1,200 people who 
attended the Nov. 7-10 National Youth Conference in 
Phoenix, Ariz., were 67 youth and adults from the 
Diocese of San Diego.

SAN DIEGO — How can apartheid 
and colonialism be eliminated in South 
Africa?

Youth challenged 
to build future

UNITED NATIONS (NC) — The 
International Youth Year challenges 
young people to address the uncertainties 
of the 2ist century and build a ‘‘new 
civilization of truth and love,” said a 
spokeswoman for the Holy See’s U.N. 
observer mission. 


Mary Reiner, 24, a Fordham 
University law student, spoke during a 
session of the General Assembly 
dedicated to youth. 


The General Assembly had constituted 
itself as the World Conference for the 
International Youth Year, 1985, Nov. 14, 
to discuss means of dealing with youth- 
related problems. It is predicted youths 
will number one billion by the end of the 
1980s. The assembly invited its 
delegations to have young people speak 
for them during the session. 


““There is no tomorrow without the 
youth of today. The tomorrow of the 
world lies in the minds and hearts of 
today’s young people,’’ Ms. Reiner said. 


Communication among generations 
has become increasingly important amid 
rapid social change, she said. ‘‘The 
openness of heart and mind, and 
willingness to learn from _ others 
characteristic of. little children, as 
proclaimed by Jesus in Christian 
Scripture, becomes essential for the 
happiness of all,’’ she said. 


Ms. Reiner said the Catholic Church 
has emphasized the importance of youth 
through. activities such as the 
International Meeting of Youth in Rome 
when 250,000 young _ people 
demonstrated for social justice and peace, 
and the World Day of Youth, in which 
the church noted youths’ contributions to 
a better future, she said. 


Initiatives for youth ‘‘must help us to 
deepen and broaden the concept of the 
free person, called to realize the project of 
growth and self-realization which God has 
written in the human heart,’’ Ms. Reiner 
said.

NEW YORK. (NC) — A worthwhile 
program during Advent is ‘‘Miracle at 


Moreaux,’’ a family drama in the 
“‘Wonderworks’’ series, airing Monday, 
Dec. 2 on PBS. 


It is based on Clare Huchet Bishop’s 
account of an actual World War II 
incident in which a French convent school 
hid three Jewish children until they could 
be slipped across the nearby Spanish 
border to safety from their Nazi pursuers. 


A FEW days before Christmas 1943 
most of the students have gone home for 
the holidays, with the remaining few 
being looked after by Sister Gabriel 
(Loretta Swit), When three small children 
show up at the school, the nun takes them 
in knowing full well the danger for all of 
them should the Nazis find out. 


The local Gestapo chief has evidence 
that there are three Jewish children in the 
area and surmises that they are at the 
school. He plans, however, to use the 
children as bait by trailing them to the 
border and breaking the underground 
network helping refugees escape into 
neutral Spain. 


The story has some tense moments for 
young viewers, but it also offers them an 
opportunity to reflect on the relationship 
between Christianity and Judaism. The 


_ students argue among themselves about 


whether Jesus was a Jew, and, at the most 
perilous moment of the story, they 
exchange a St. Christopher medal and a 
mezuza (a container holding several short 
biblical passages) as spiritual symbols of 
protection. 


THEY WILL also learn something 
about Hanukkah, the Feast. of Lights, 
which their Jewish neighbors celebrate 
each year in November or December.
